This Agreement (“Agreement”) is between, TCG Ohio, a Delaware corporation, (“TCG"), having offices at
1200 Peachtree Street, N.E., Atlanta, Georgia 30309, and ALLTEL Kentucky, Inc. (“ALLTEL"), a Kentucky
corporation with a principal business address of One Allied Drive, Little Rock, Arkansas 72203, (collectively the

WHEREAS, pursuant to the Telecommunications Act of 1996 (the “Act”), the Parties wish to establish terms for the
provision of certain services and Ancillary Functions as designated in the Attachments hereto for the purpose of
determining the rates, terms, and conditions for the interconnection of the Parties Telecommunications Networks
within the State of Kentucky.

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the premises and the mutual covenants of this Agreement, the Parties
hereby agree as follows:

This Agreement, in accordance with §252 of the Act, sets forth the terms, conditions and prices
under which ALLTEL may provide (a) services for interconnection, and (b) Ancillary Functionsto
TCG. The specific services, functions, or facilities that ALLTEL agrees to provide are those
specifically identified in appendixes attached to this Agreement, and executed simultaneously with
this general terms and conditions. Further this Agreement sets forth the terms, conditions, and
prices under which TCG will provide servicesto ALLTEL, where applicable.

This Agreement includes and incorporates herein the Attachments of this Agreement, and all
accompanying Appendices, Addenda and Exhibits.

The Parties acknowledge and agree that by entering into and performing in accordance with this
Agreement, the Parties have not waived or relinquished any applicable exemptions that are
provided by or available under the Act, including but not limited to those described in §251(f) of
the Act, or under state law.

This Agreement is entered into as a result of private negotiations between the Parties, acting
pursuant to the Telecommunications Act of 1996 (the “Act”), and/or other applicable state laws or
Commission rulings. If the actions of state or federal legislative bodies, courts, or regulatory
agencies of competent jurisdiction invalidate, modify, or stay the enforcement of any provisions of
this Agreement, the affected provision will be invalidated, modified, or stayed as required by
action of the legidative body, court, or regulatory agency. In such event, the Parties shall in good
faith attempt to arrive at an agreement respecting the modifications to the Agreement required. If
negotiations fail, disputes between the Parties concerning the interpretation of the actions required
or provisions affected by such governmental actions may be resolved pursuant to any process

The Parties agree to the provisions of this Agreement for an initial term of two (2) years from the
Effective Date of this Agreement, and thereafter, unless terminated or modified pursuant to the
terms and conditions of this Agreement, this Agreement shall continue in force and effect unless
and until terminated or modified as provided herein.

Either Party may request for this Agreement to be renegotiated upon the expiration of the initial
two (2) year term or upon any termination of this Agreement. The Party desiring renegotiation
shall delineate the items desired to be negotiated in a written notice to the other Party. Not later
than thirty (30) days from receipt of said notice, the receiving Party will notify the sending Party in
writing of additional items desired to be negotiated, if any. Not later than 45 days from the receipt
of initial request for renegotiations, the Parties will commence negotiation, which shall be
conducted in good faith. Except in cases in which this Agreement has been terminated for Default
pursuant to 84.4 or has been terminated for any reason not prohibited by law pursuant to 84.3, the
provisions of this Agreement shall remain in force during the negotiation and up to the time that a
successor agreement is executed by the parties and, to the extent necessary, approved by the
relevant state commission.

After completion of the initia two (2) years term, this Agreement may be terminated by either
Party for any reason not prohibited by law upon ninety (90) days written notice to the other Party.
By mutual agreement, the Parties may amend this Agreement in writing to modify its terms.

In the event of Default, as defined in this 84.4, the non-defaulting Party may terminate this
Agreement provided that the non-defaulting Party so advises the defaulting Party in writing
(“Default Notice”) of the event of the alleged Default and the defaulting Party does not cure the
alleged Default with sixty (60) days after receipt of the Default Notice thereof. Default is defined
as:

443 A Party has notified the other Party in writing of the other Party’s material breach of any
of the material terms hereof, and the default remains uncured for sixty (60) days from
receipt of such notice, and neither Party has commenced Formal Dispute Resolution as
prescribed in §9.4 of this Agreement by the end of the cure period; provided, however,
that if the aleged materia breach involves a materia interruption to, or a material
degradation of, the E911 services provided under this Agreement, the cure period shall be
five (5) days from receipt of such notice.

Upon expiration or termination of this Agreement, except in the case of termination for Default
under 84.4 or termination for any reason not prohibited by law under § 4.3 above, if either Party
desires uninterrupted service under this Agreement during negotiations of a new agreement, the
requesting Party shall provide the other Party written notification appropriate under the Act. Upon
receipt of such notification, the same terms, conditions, and prices will continue in effect, on a

Neither Party may assign, subcontract, or otherwise transfer its rights or obligations under this
Agreement except under such terms and conditions as are mutually acceptable to the other Party
and with such Party's prior written consent, which consent shall not be unreasonably withheld.
Notwithstanding anything to the contrary, a Party may assign, subcontract or otherwise transfer its
rights or obligations under this Agreement upon notice to the other Party, but without needing the
other Party’s consent, to a subsidiary, affiliate, or parent company, including any firm, corporation,
or entity which the Party controls, is controlled by, or is under common control with, or has a
majority interest in, or to any entity which succeeds to all or substantially all of its assets whether
by merger, sale, or otherwise.

If ALLTEL directly or indirectly (including without limitation through a transfer of control or by
operation of law) sells, exchanges, swaps, assigns, or transfers ownership or control of al or any
portion of ALLTEL’s telephone operations (any such transaction, a “ Transfer”) to any purchaser,
operator or other transferee (a“ Transferee”), ALLTEL will provide TCG with at least one hundred
and eighty (180) days prior written notice. ALLTEL commitments that it shall cooperate with
Transferee and TCG to fulfill the terms, conditions and process set forth in this Agreement to the
extent technically and economically feasible.

Confidential and Proprietary Information

For the purposes of this Agreement, confidential information means confidential or proprietary
technical, customer, end user, network, or business information disclosed by one Party (the
"Discloser”) to the other Party (the "Recipient”), which is disclosed by one Party to the other in
connection with this Agreement, during negotiations or the term of this Agreement (“Confidential
Information”). Such Confidential Information shall automatically be deemed proprietary to the
Discloser and subject to this 86.0, unless otherwise confirmed in writing by the Discloser. All
other information, which is indicated and marked, as Confidential Information at the time of
disclosure shall also be treated as Confidential Information under 86.0 of this Agreement. The
Recipient agrees (i) to use Confidential Information only for the purpose of performing under this
Agreement, (ii) to hold it in confidence and disclose it to no one other than its employees or agents
having a need to know for the purpose of performing under this Agreement, and (iii) to safeguard it
from unauthorized use or disclosure using at |east the same degree of care with which the Recipient
safeguards its own Confidential Information. If the Recipient wishes to disclose the Discloser's
Confidential Information to a third-party agent or consultant, such disclosure must be agreed to in

writing by the Discloser, and the agent or consultant must have executed a written agreement of
nondisclosure and nonuse comparabl e to the terms of this Section.

The Recipient may make copies of Confidential Information only as reasonably necessary to
perform its obligations under this Agreement. All such copies will be subject to the same
restrictions and protections as the original and will bear the same copyright and proprietary rights
notices as are contained on the original.

The Recipient agrees to return all Confidential Information to the Discloser in tangible form
received from the Discloser, including any copies made by the Recipient within thirty (30) days
after a written request is delivered to the Recipient, or to destroy all such Confidential Information
if directed to do so by Discloser except for Confidential Information that the Recipient reasonably
requires to perform its obligations under this Agreement. If either Party loses or makes an
unauthorized disclosure of the other Party's Confidential Information, it will notify such other
Party immediately and use reasonable efforts to retrieve the lost or wrongfully disclosed
information.

The Recipient will have no obligation to safeguard Confidentia Information: (i) which was in the
possession of the Recipient free of restriction prior to its receipt from the Discloser; (ii) after it
becomes publicly known or available through no breach of this Agreement by the Recipient, (iii)
after it is rightfully acquired by the Recipient free of restrictions on its disclosure, or (iv) after it is
independently developed by personnel of the Recipient to whom the Discloser's Confidential
Information had not been previously disclosed. In addition, either Party will have the right to
disclose Confidential Information to any mediator, arbitrator, state or federal regulatory body, or a
court in the conduct of any mediation, arbitration or approval of this Agreement, as long as, in the
absence of an applicable protective order, the Discloser has been previously notified by the
Recipient in time sufficient for the Recipient to undertake lawful measures to avoid disclosing such
information and for Discloser to have reasonable time to seek or negotiate a protective order
before or with any applicable mediator, arbitrator, state or regulatory body or a court.

The Parties recognize that an individual end user may simultaneously seek to become or be a
customer of both Parties. Nothing in this Agreement is intended to limit the ability of either Party
to use customer specific information lawfully obtained from end users or sources other than the
Discloser, subject to applicable rules governing use of Customer Propriety Network Information
(CPNI).

Each Party's obligations to safeguard Confidential Information disclosed prior to expiration or
termination of this Agreement will survive such expiration or termination.

Except as otherwise expressly provided elsewhere in this Agreement, no license is hereby granted
with respect to any patent, trademark, or copyright, nor is any such license implied solely by virtue
of the disclosure of any Confidential Information.

Each Party agrees that the Discloser may be irreparably injured by a disclosure in breach of this
Agreement by the Recipient or its representatives and the Discloser will be entitled to seek
equitable relief, including injunctive relief and specific performance, in the event of any breach or
threatened breach of the confidentiality provisions of this Agreement. Such remedies will not be
deemed to be the exclusive remedies for a breach of this Agreement, but will be in addition to all
other remedies available at law or in equity.

(INCLUDING WITHOUT LIMITATION DAMAGES FOR HARM TO BUSINESS, LOST

Indemnitee, as appropriate, will promptly notify the Indemnifying Party and request the
Indemnifying Party to defend the same. Failure to so notify the Indemnifying Party will not relieve
the Indemnifying Party of any liability that the Indemnifying Party might have, except to the extent
that such failure preudices the Indemnifying Party's ability to defend such Claim. The
Indemnifying Party will have the right to defend against such Claim in which event the
Indemnifying Party will give written notice to the Indemnitee of acceptance of the defense of such
Claim and the identity of counsel selected by the Indemnifying Party.

The Parties represent and covenant to each other that all invoices will be promptly processed
and mailed in accordance with the Parties’ regular procedures and billing systems.

If the amount billed is received by the billing Party after the payment due date or if any
portion of the payment is received by the billing Party in funds which are not immediately
available to the billing Party, then alate payment charge will apply to the unpaid balance.

Except as otherwise specifically provided in this Agreement interest on overdue invoices
will apply at the lesser of the highest interest rate (in decimal value) which may be levied
by law for commercia transactions, compounded daily and applied for each month or
portion thereof that an outstanding balance remains, or shall not exceed 0.000325
compounded daily and applied for each month or portion thereof that an outstanding
balance remains.

Each hill shall be formatted in accordance with CABS Billing Output Standards (CABS
BOS) or SECAB, as appropriate, shall set forth with particular the charges provided and
billed to the other Party, and shal indicate the state from which the charges were
incurred. Bills shall be rendered monthly. Each Party shall bill the other at the applicable
rates pursuant to this Agreement.

9.0 Dispute Resolution
9.1 Notice of Disputes

Notice of a valid dispute, whether billing or contractual in nature, must be in writing specifically

documenting the total dollar amount of the dispute and provide a detailed description of the

underlying dispute (the “ Dispute Notice”).

9.1.1 Billing Disputes
A Party must submit reasonable and valid billing disputes to the other Party within twelve
months from the due date. The Parties will endeavor to resolve al Billing Disputes
within ninety (90) days from the receipt of the Dispute Notice. Examples of reasonable
and valid billing disputes (“Billing Dispute”) include, but are not limited to:
9.1.1.1  incorrect rate applied;
9.1.1.2  error in quantity (i.e. minutes or quantity of circuits or quantity of billable

9.1.2  The Parties agree that those portions of bills that are not disputed shall be paid when due,
that interest appliesto all overdue invoices as set forth in §8.1 to this Agreement, and that
no other late payment fee or charge applies to overdue invoices. The Parties further agree

that if any billing dispute is resolved in favor of the disputing Party the disputing Party
will receive, by crediting or otherwise, interest applied to the disputed amount as set forth
in §8.0 of this Agreement.

9.1.3 All Other Disputes

All other disputes (i.e., contractual disputes) shall be valid only if reasonable within the
scope of this Agreement, and the applicable Statute of Limitations shall govern such
disputes.

Alternative to Litigation

9.21  The Parties desire to resolve disputes arising out of this Agreement without litigation.
Accordingly, except for action seeking a temporary restraining order, an injunction, or
similar relief from the PUC related to the purposes of this Agreement, or suit to compel
compliance with this Dispute Resolution process, the Parties agree to use the following
Dispute Resolution procedure with respect to any controversy or claim arising out of or
relating to this Agreement or its breach.

9.2.2  Each Party agrees to promptly notify the other Party in writing of a dispute and will in the
Dispute Notice invoke the informal dispute resolution process described in §9.3, except
as otherwise provided in 9.2.1. The Parties will endeavor to resolve the dispute within
thirty (30) days after the date of the Dispute Notice.

Infor mal Resolution of Disputes

In the case of any dispute and upon receipt of the Dispute Notice each Party will appoint a duly
authorized representative knowledgeable in telecommunications matters, to meet and negotiate in
good faith to resolve any dispute arising under this Agreement. The location, form, frequency,
duration, and conclusion of these discussions will be |eft to the discretion of the representatives.
Upon agreement, the representatives may, but are not obligated to, utilize other aternative dispute
resolution procedures such as mediation to assist in the negotiations. Discussions and the
correspondence among the representatives for purposes of settlement are exempt from discovery
and production and will not be admissible in the arbitration described below or in any lawsuit
without the concurrence of both Parties. Documents identified in or provided with such
communications, which are not prepared for purposes of the negotiations, are not so exempted and,
if otherwise admissible, may be admitted in evidence in the arbitration or lawsuit. Unless
otherwise provided herein, or upon the Parties' agreement, either Party may invoke formal dispute
resolution procedures including arbitration or other procedures as appropriate, not earlier than
thirty (30) days after the date of the Dispute Notice, provided the Party invoking the formal dispute
resolution process has in good faith negotiated, or attempted to negotiate, with the other Party.

Formal Dispute Resolution

9.4.1 The Parties agree that all unresolved disputes arising under this Agreement, including
without limitation, whether the dispute in question is subject to arbitration, may be
submitted to PUC for resolution in accordance with its dispute resolution process and the
outcome of such process will be binding on the Parties, subject to any right to appeal a
decision reached by the PUC under applicable law.

9.4.2  If the PUC does not have or declines to accept jurisdiction over any dispute arising under
this Agreement, the dispute may be submitted to binding arbitration by a single arbitrator
pursuant to the Commercial Arbitration Rules of the American Arbitration Association.

The arbitrator has no authority to order punitive or
consequential damages. The times specified in this section may be extended upon mutual
agreement of the Parties or by the arbitrator upon a showing of good cause. Judgment
upon the award rendered by the arbitrator may be entered in any court having jurisdiction.

Each Party shall bear its own costs of these procedures unless the Kentucky PUC or other
presiding arbitrator, if any, rules otherwise. A Party seeking discovery shall reimburse
the responding Party for the costs of production of documents (including search time and
reproduction costs).

ATTACHMENT 4: NETWORK INTERCONNECTION ARCHITECTURE

This Attachment describes the arrangements that may be utilized by the Parties for interconnection
of their respective networks for the transmission and routing of Telephone Exchange Service and
Exchange Access Service pursuant to 8251 of the Act. In each ALLTEL Exchange Areawhere the
Parties interconnect their networks, the Parties will utilize the interconnection method(s) specified
below unless otherwise mutually agreed to in writing by the Parties.

Each Party is responsible for the appropriate sizing, operation, and maintenance of the facilities
utilized for transmission and routing to the Interconnection Point (“I1P"). An Interconnection Point
("IP"), as defined in 82.0 of this Attachment will be designated for each interconnection
arrangement established pursuant to this Agreement. Neither Party will bill the other for
transmission and routing for facilities on its side of the IP.

Exhibit A to this Attachment identifies the interconnection method and IP for the exchange of
traffic pursuant to this Agreement. Street address and/or Vertical and Horizontal (V & H)
Coordinates will identify the IP.

Exhibit A to this attachment is based on the network configuration and capabilities of the Parties,
as they exist on the date of this Agreement. If those factors change (e.g., ALLTEL deploys a new
tandem office or becomes an E-911 provider), the Parties will negotiate in good faith to modify
this Agreement in order to accommodate the changes and to provide the services made possible by
such additional capabilitiesto TCG.

I nter connection M ethods

There are two methods of interconnection available; direct interconnection and indirect interconnection.

Direct interconnection provides for network interconnection between the Parties through, including
but not limited to, one or more of the following methods. 1) lease arrangements, 2) jointly
provisioned facilities arrangements (including but not limited to SONET Ring or Midspan Fiber
Meet), and 3) collocation arrangements,

211 If TCG's end office or wire center is within ALLTEL’s local exchange boundary where
direct interconnection is requested, either Party may lease from the other Party facilities
between ALLTEL’s end office or wire center location and TCG's end office or wire
center location, subject to availability. Unless the Parties mutually agree in writing to
different locations, ALLTEL’s IP will be located at TCG's end office or wire center
location and TCG's IP will be located at the ALLTEL's end office or wire center
location.

2.1.2  Jointly provisioned service arrangements provide for direct interconnection of the Parties
networks at a point other than the ALLTEL’s and TCG's end office or wire center and
involve each Party’s partial provisioning of network facilities to interconnect the Parties
networks (e.g., midspan fiber meet or SONET Ring). Should the parties interconnect via
jointly provisioned facilities, the Parties will mutually agree to an IP, provided, however,
that the IP will be within ALLTEL’s exchange boundary where direct interconnection is
requested. Each Party isindividually responsible for its costs incurred in establishing this
arrangement. SONET Ring — the parties each agree to provide where available, in a
physical diverse route, fiber transmission facilities to the other’s designated IP. Each
party will be responsible for providing compatible optical terminating equipment on its
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side of their respective IPs for the purpose of constructing a diverse SONET Ring
interconnection arrangement. All optical equipment used must conform to applicable
industry standards and be compatible with the other Party’ s equipment.

2.1.3 Midspan Fiber Meet — the parties each agree to provide fiber transmission facilities to a
common meet point or IP at a location midway between their respective network nodes.
Each party will be responsible for providing compatible optical terminating equipment
with the other Party’ s optical terminating equipment on its side of their respective IP (3)

214  Collocation interconnection provides for direct interconnection of the Parties networks
through network interfaces established at TCG’s collocation within ALLTEL’s end office
or wire center. TCG must have a collocation arrangement established pursuant to this
Agreement to utilize this form of direct interconnection. If TCG establishes collocation at
an end office or wire center, the IP will be at collocation facility.

Indirect interconnection provides for network interconnection between the Parties through a third
party tandem provider performing atransit function. Under this arrangement, the originating Party
has the responsibility to pay any applicable transit or tandem switched access fees and common
transport associated with traffic exchanged between the Parties.

The Parties will cooperate on the exchange of Transactional Capabilities Application Part (TCAP)
messages to facilitate interoperability of CCS-based features between their respective networks,
including all CLASS features and functions, to the extent each Party offers such features and
functions to its end users.

Each Party will perform sectionalization to determine if a trouble is located in its facility or its
portion of the interconnection trunks prior to referring the trouble to each other.

The Parties will advise each other's Network Operations Control Office (NOC) if there is an
equipment failure, which may affect the interconnection trunks.

Each Party will provide to each other test-line numbers and accessto test lines.

The Parties will cooperatively plan and implement coordinated repair procedures for the local
interconnection trunks to ensure trouble reports are resolved in atimely and appropriate manner.

A blocking standard of one-half of one percent (.005) during the average busy hour for final trunk
groups between an TCG’s end office and ALLTEL’s access tandem carrying meet point traffic
shall be maintained. All other final trunk groups are to be engineered with a blocking standard of
one percent (.01). ALLTEL will engineer all interconnection trunks between the Parties to a 6.0
db of digital pad configuration.

The loop is a transmission path on which a subscriber’s traffic is carried from the Main
Distribution Frame or similar terminating device in an ALLTEL central office or similar
environment up to the termination at the Network Interface Device (NID) at the customer’'s
premise.

ALLTEL will provide, subject to facility availability and technical feasibility, the following at the
rates, terms, and conditions outlined in § 9.0 and Exhibit A: UNE Price List.

Where ALLTEL uses Integrated Digital Loop Carrier (IDLCs) systems to provide the local 1oop
and ALLTEL has an dternate facility available, ALLTEL will make alternative arrangements to
permit TCG to order a contiguous unbundled local loop. To the extent it is technically feasible,
these arrangements will provide TCG with the capability to serve end users at the same level
ALLTEL provides its customers. If no alternate facility is available, ALLTEL will determine the
additional costs required for provisioning the loop facilities. TCG will then have the option of
paying the one-time charge to place the loop facilities or TCG may chose some other method of
providing service to the end-user (e.g., Resale, private facilities, etc.)

In addition to any liability provisions in this agreement, ALLTEL does not guarantee or make any
warranty with respect to unbundled local loops when used in an explosive atmosphere. TCG will
indemnify, defend and hold ALLTEL harmless from any and all claims by any person relating to
TCG or TCG'send user’s use of unbundled loopsin an explosive atmosphere.

ALLTEL agreesthat upon receiving a Local Service Request (LSR) from TCG for any customer of
ALLTEL who wishes to disconnect its service and receive TCG's service, the cut-over shall be
completed within the intervals set forth in Attachment 18: Performance Measures. TCG may
request a coordinated cut-over between the Parties to avoid breaks in service to the customer.
Such coordinated cut-over shall be subject to the prices set forth in Exhibit A: UNE Price List and
theintervals set forth in Attachment 18: Performance Measures.

As set forth in the FCC Rule 51.319, subloop is defined as any portion of the loop that is
technically feasible to access at terminals in the loop that is technically feasible to access at
terminalsin ALLTEL’s outside plant, including inside wire. An accessible terminal is any point on
the loop where technicians can access the wire or fiber within the cable without removing a splice
case to reach the wire or fiber within. Such points may include, but are not limited to, the pole or
pedestal, network interface device, the minimum point of entry, (MPOE), the single point of
interconnection, the main distribution frame, the remote terminal, and the feeder/distribution
interface (FDI). To the extent TCG desires access to subloop elements beyond those associated
with MTEs, the Parties will negotiate necessary terms and conditions for access to those specific
subloop elements.

MTE Terminals are accessible terminals within a building in a MTE environment or physically
TCG attached to a building in a MTE environment for access to ALLTEL provided subloops or
intra-building wiring from an ALLTEL MTE accessible termina to the demarcation point or
Network Interface Device (NID) at the end user location. The MTE Terminal shall provide a
Single Point of Interconnection (SPOI) that provides nondiscriminatory access for cross
connectionsto al unitsinaMTE. ALLTEL shall, at TCG’s request and expense, cooperate in any
reconfiguration of the network necessary to construct a SPOI. ALLTEL shall provide a SPOI at or
as close as commercially practicable to the MPOE in the MTE. The SPOI is a cross connect device
that provides nondiscriminatory access for cross connection to al subloops element and units
within a MTE. TCG's employees and agents shall have direct access to the SPOI without the
necessity of coordinating such efforts with ALLTEL’s employees or agents. The facility is suitable
for telephone exchange-type services. TCG may obtain access to this unbundled element at any
technically feasible accessible terminal within the MTE. Collocation is not necessary because
TCG can access the loop without placing facilities in an ALLTEL Premises. ALLTEL premises
located on real property that constitutes a MTE or campus environment, yet are not within or
physically attached to anon-ALLTEL owned building, are not considered MTE Terminals.

An MTE-POI is necessary when TCG is obtaining access to the loop or intrabuilding wiring from
an MTE Terminal. TCG must create the cross-connect field at the building terminal that will allow
TCG to connect its facilities to ALLTEL’s loops. The demarcation point between TCG's and
ALLTEL’sfecilitiesisthe MTE-POI.

3.3.1  The optimum point and method to accessthe MTE Terminal will be determined during
the MTE Access Ordering Process. The Parties recognize a mutual obligation to
interconnect in amanner that maintains network integrity, reliability, and security. TCG
may access the MTE Terminal as atest access point.

TCG will work with the MTE building owner to determine where to terminate its facilities within
the MTE. TCG will be responsible for all work associated with bringing its facilities into and

terminating the facilities in the MTE. TCG shall seek to work with the building owner to create
space for such terminations without requiring ALLTEL to rearrange its facilities.

If there is space in the building for TCG to enter the building and terminate its facilities without
ALLTEL having to rearrange its facilities;, TCG must seek to use such space. In such
circumstances, an inventory of TCG's terminations within the MTE shall be provided to ALLTEL
to support MTE terminal access orders before facilities are provisioned.

TCG shall not connect ALLTEL’s loop element to TCG's facilities using any temporary wiring or
cut-over devices. All wiring arrangements must adhere to the National Electric Code.

If there is no space for TCG to place its building terminal or no accessible terminal from which
TCG can access such loop elements or intra-building wiring, and ALLTEL and TCG are unable to
negotiate a reconfigured single point of entry to serve the MTE, ALLTEL will either rearrange
facilities to make room for TCG or construct a single point of access that is fully accessible to and
suitable for TCG. In such instances, TCG shall pay ALLTEL a nonrecurring charge, which shall
be ICB, based on the scope of the work required.

At no time shall either Party rearrange the other Party’s facilities within the MTE or otherwise
tamper with or damage the other Party’s facilities within the MTE except as otherwise provided in
this agreement. If such damage accidentally occurs, the Party responsible for the damage shall
immediately notify the other and shall be financially responsible for restoring the facilities and/or
service to its original condition. Any intentional damage may be reported to the proper authorities
and may be prosecuted to the full extent of the law.

Additional Termsfor MTE Terminal Access- MTE-Access Ordering Process

3.9.1 TCG shall notify ALLTEL in writing via US Mail, fax, or electronic mail of its intention
to provide access to customers that reside within a MTE. Upon receipt of such request,
ALLTEL shall have up to 10 business days to notify TCG and the MTE owner whether
ALLTEL believes it or the MTE owner owns the intrabuilding cable. In the event that
there has been a previous determination of on-premises wiring ownership at the same
MTE, ALLTEL shall provide such natification. In the event that TCG provides ALLTEL
with a written claim by an authorized representative of the MTE owner that such owner
owns the facilities on the customer side of the terminal, the preceding ten (10 days period
shall be reduced to five (5) business days from ALLTEL's receipt of such claim.

3.9.2 If the MTE owner owns the facilities on the customer side of the terminal, TCG may
obtain access to all facilities in the building in accordance with Section 3 concerning
access to unbundled NIDs.

3.9.3 If ALLTEL owns the facilities on the customer side of the terminal, and if TCG requests
space, to enter the building TCG shall notify ALLTEL in writing of whether the building
owner has provided space for TCG to enter the building and terminate its facilities.
Should rearrangement or construction of new facilities to accommodate such access be
required, TCG shall request such rearrangement or construction pursuant to Attachment
19, Bona Fide Requests. .

394 TCG may only submit orders for loop elements after the facilities are rearranged and/or a
new facility constructed if either are necessary. TCG will populate the LSR with the
termination information provided by ALLTEL at the completion of the inventory process
except when submitting L SRs during the creation of the inventory.

395 ALLTEL will dispatch a technician to run a jumper between TCG's facilities and
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ALLTEL's facilities to make a connection at the MTE-POI. TCG, at its option, may
request that ALLTEL run the jumper for Intrabuilding cable in MTEs when the inventory
is done and a complete L SR has been submitted.

3.9.6 ALLTEL shall employ generally accepted best engineering practices in accordance with
industry standards. ALLTEL shall clearly label the cross-connect wires it uses. All
wiring will be neatly dressed. When TCG accesses loops in MTE Terminals, it shall
adhere to ALLTEL’s standard practices unless the Parties have negotiated a separate
document for such access. If TCG requests a MTE Terminal access protocol that is
different from ALLTEL's standard MTE terminal access protocol, ALLTEL shall
negotiate with TCG promptly and in good faith toward that end.

3.9.7 TCG shdl be wholly and completely responsible for any service outage, eguipment
failure, property damage or any and al other damages to person or property that is caused
by the failure to adhere to sections 3.8.

3.9.8 For access to ALLTEL’s on-premises MTE wire, TCG shall be required to submit an
L SR, but need not include thereon the circuit-identifying information or await completion
of LSR processing by ALLTEL before securing such access. ALLTEL shall secure the
circuit-identifying information, and will be responsible for entering it on the LSR when it
isreceived. ALLTEL shal be entitled to charge for the loop element as of the time of
L SR submission by TCG.

Intra-Premises Wiring for the Multi-Tenant Environments (MTES) or Commercial Properties is
defined as all facilities owned or controlled by ALLTEL on private property from the point where
the facility crosses the property line to the point of demarcation as defined in 47, C.F.R. Sec. 68.3.

Access to Intra-Premises Wiring shall be provided by ALLTEL when TCG requires connectivity
between and including two technically feasible accessible terminals on afacility located on asingle
property.

The
other end of the Intra-Premises Wiring Subloop shall be at an include a cross connection devices

customer units at the property. Typically this will be at or in close proximity to the building
terminals (s) ALLTEL would use to cross connect its outside plants to intra premises wiring
serving the customer.

The NID is a cross-connect used to connect loop facilities to inside wiring. The fundamental
function of the NID isto establish the official network demarcation point between a carrier and its
end-user customer. The NID shall be capable of transferring electrical analog or digital signals
between the subscribers’ inside wiring and cross connect to TCG’s NID, consistent with the NIDs
function at the Effective Date of this Agreement. The NID features two independent chambers or
divisions, which separate the service provider's network from the customer’s inside wiring. Each
chamber or division contains the appropriate connection points or posts to which the service
provider and the end-user customer each make their connections.

TCG may provide its own NID and may interface to the customer’s premises wiring through
connections in the customer chamber of ALLTEL’s NID. This connection will be in adherence
with the FCC rules regarding NID to NID arrangements.

With respect to multiple dwelling units or multiple-unit business premises, TCG will provide its
own NID and will connect directly with the customer’s inside wire. Alltel shall also permit TCG
to connect TCG's Loop at the inside wiring of a subscriber premises through ALLTEL’sNID.

The ALLTEL NIDs that TCG uses under this Attachment will be those installed by ALLTEL to
serve its customers.

Where feasible, the NID shall be physically accessible to TCG designated personnel. In cases
where entrance to the customer premises is required to give access to the NID, TCG shall obtain
entrance permission directly from the customer.

Neither Party will attach to or disconnect the other’s ground. The NID shall provide an accessible
point of interconnection and shall maintain a connection to ground. Neither Party will cut or
disconnect the other’s loop from its protector. Neither Party will cut any other leads in the NID.
Each Party will protect all disconnected leads with plastic seeves and will store them within the
NID enclosure. Each Party will tighten all screws or lugs loosened in the NIDs enclosure and
replace all protective covers.

Any repairs, upgrades, and/or rearrangements required and authorized by TCG will be performed
by ALLTEL based on time and material charges.

Subject to the terms herein, ALLTEL is responsible only for the installation, operation and
maintenance of the Network Elements it provides. ALLTEL is not otherwise responsible for the
Telecommunications Services provided by TCG through the use of those elements.

Where unbundled network elements provided to TCG are dedicated to a single end user, if such
elements are for any reason disconnected, they will be made available to ALLTEL for future
provisioning needs, unless such element is disconnected in error. TCG agrees to relinquish control
of any such unbundled network element concurrent with the disconnection of TCG's end user’s
service.

The elements provided pursuant to this Attachment will be available to ALLTEL at times mutually
agreed upon in order to permit ALLTEL to make tests and adjustments appropriate for maintaining
the services in satisfactory operating condition. No credit will be allowed for any interruptions
involved during such tests and adjustments.

TCG's use of any ALLTEL unbundled network element, or of its own equipment or facilities in
conjunction with any ALLTEL network element, will not materialy interfere with or impair
service over any facilities of ALLTEL, or its connecting and concurring carriers involved in its
services, cause damage to their plant, impair the privacy of any communications carried over their
facilities or create hazards to the employees of any of them or the public. Upon reasonable written
notice and opportunity to cure, ALLTEL may discontinue or refuse service if TCG violates this
provision, provided that such termination of service will be limited to TCG's use of the element(s)
causing the violation.

When an ALLTEL provided tariffed or resold service is replaced by an TCG facility based service
using any ALLTEL provided unbundled network elements (including service provided exclusively
via ALLTEL provided UNE), both the disconnect order and the new connect order will be issued
by TCG. A service order charge on the requested network elements will be assessed. Similarly,
when an end user is served by one local service provider using ALLTEL provided UNE is
converted to TCG' s service which also uses an ALLTEL provided UNE, a disconnect order will be
issued by ALLTEL (with an appropriate service order charge being generated to TCG) of the
existing UNE and a new connect order will be issued by TCG (with an appropriate service order
charge being generated to TCG) of the new UNE.

TCG will connect equipment and facilities that are compatible with the ALLTEL Network
Elements and will use Network Elements in accordance with the applicable regulatory standards
and requirements.

The network elements provided by ALLTEL pursuant to this Attachment will be maintained by
ALLTEL. TCG or others may not rearrange, move, disconnect, remove or attempt to repair any
facilities provided by ALLTEL, other than by connection or disconnection to any interface means
used, except with the written consent of ALLTEL.

If trouble occurs with unbundled network elements provided by ALLTEL, TCG will first
determine whether the trouble isin TCG's own equipment and/or facilities or those of the end user.
If TCG determines the trouble is in ALLTEL's equipment and/or facilities, TCG will issue a
trouble report to ALLTEL and ALLTEL will perform the necessary work function(s) to replace or
repair the affected equipment and/or facility at its expense.

TCG will pay Time and Material charges when TCG reports a suspected failure of a network
element and ALLTEL dispatches personnel to the end user's premises or an ALLTEL central office
and trouble was not caused by ALLTEL's facilities or equipment. Time and Material charges will
include all technicians dispatched, including technicians dispatched to other locations for purposes
of testing. TCG will pay Time and Material charges when ALLTEL dispatches personnel and the
trouble is in equipment or communications systems provided by an entity by other than ALLTEL
or in detariffed CPE (Customer Provider Equipment) provided by ALLTEL, unless covered under
a separate mai ntenance agreement.

If TCG issues a trouble report allowing ALLTEL access to the end user's premises and ALLTEL
personnel are dispatched but denied access to the premises, then Time and Material charges will
apply for the period of time that ALLTEL personnel are dispatched. Subsequently, if ALLTEL
personnel are allowed access to the premises, the charges discussed herein will still apply.

Time and Material charges apply on a haf-hour basis. If more than one technician is necessary in
accordance with ALLTEL standard practices and is dispatched in conjunction with the same
trouble report, the total time for al technicians dispatched will be aggregated prior to the
distribution of time between the "First Half Hour or Fraction Thereof" and "Each Additional Half
Hour or Fraction Thereof" rate categories. Basic Time is work-related efforts of ALLTEL
performed during normally scheduled working hours (typically 8:00 am — 5:00 pm central time) on
a normally scheduled workday (typically Monday — Friday) Overtime is work-related efforts of
ALLTEL performed on a normally scheduled workday but outside of normally scheduled working
hours. Premium Time is work related efforts of ALLTEL performed other than on a normally
scheduled workday (typically weekends and holidays).

If TCG requests or approves an ALLTEL technician to perform services in excess of or not
otherwise contemplated by the nonrecurring charges herein, TCG will pay for any additional work
to perform such services, including requests for instalation or conversion outside of normally
scheduled working hours.

Nothing in this Attachment will limit either Party’s ability to modify its network through the
incorporation of new equipment, new software or otherwise. Each Party will provide the other
Party written notice of any such upgrades in its network, which will materially impact the other
Party’s service consistent with the timelines established by the FCC in the Second Report and
Order, CC Docket 96-98. TCG will be solely responsible, at its own expense, for the overall
design of its telecommunications services and for any redesigning or rearrangement of its
telecommuni cations services which may be required because of changes in facilities, operations or
procedure of ALLTEL, minimum network protection criteria, or operating or maintenance
characteristics of the facilities.

Exhibit A: UNE Price List is a schedule which reflects the prices at which ALLTEL agrees to
furnish Unbundled Network Elements and associated ancillary items to TCG. TCG agrees to
compensate ALLTEL for unbundled Network elements at the rates contained in this Exhibit.

For any rate element and/or charge contained in or referenced to in this Attachment that are not
listed in the pricing, including Bona Fide Requests, ALLTEL and TCG will negotiate prices.

ALLTEL will render a monthly hill for Network Elements provided hereunder. Remittance in full
will be due within thirty (30) days of receipt of invoice. Interest will apply on overdue amounts.

ALLTEL will recover the costs of modifying its outside plant facilities for TCG space
requirements. These costs will be recovered viathe Bona Fide Request process described herein.

Recurring Charges

10.5.1 Unless otherwise listed below, where Rates are shown as monthly, a month will be
defined as a calendar month. The minimum term for each monthly rated element will be
one (1) month. After the initial month, billing will be on the basis of whole or fractional
months used. The minimum service period for elements provided under the Bona Fide
Request process might be longer.

10.5.2 Where rates will be based on minutes of use, usage will be accumulated at the end office
and rounded to the next higher minute. TCG will pay for all usage on such callsincluding
those that are not completed due to busy or don't answer conditions

10.5.3 Where rates are based on miles, the mileage will be calculated on the airline distance
involved between the locations. To determine the rate to be billed, ALLTEL will first
compute the mileage using the V&H coordinates method, as set forth in the National
Exchange Carrier Association, Inc. Tariff F.C.C. No 4. When the calculation resultsin a
fraction of amile, ALLTEL will round up to the next whole mile before determining the
mileage and applying rates.

Non-Recurring Charges

10.6.1 TCG will pay anon-recurring charge when TCG adds or removes a signaling point code.
This charge also applies to point code information provided by TCG alowing other
telecommunications providersto use TCG's SS7 signaling network.

10.6.2 A service order processing charge (Service Order Charge) will be applied to each service
order issued by ALLTEL to process a request for installation, disconnection,
rearrangement, changes to or record orders for unbundled network elements.
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10.6.3 TCG will pay a non-recurring Coordinated Cut-over charge, when TCG requests a
coordinated cut-over.

This Attachment sets forth the rates, terms, and conditions upon which ALLTEL will offer
physical collocation to TCG as provided under the Act. These rates, terms, and conditions are in
addition to those contained elsewhere in this Agreement.

TCG shall be allowed to obtain dedicated space (the “Collocation Space”’) in ALLTEL’s Wire
Centers and to place equipment in such space to interconnect with ALLTEL’s network.

1.2.1 TCG shall not occupy or use the Collocation Space, or permit the Collocation Space to be
occupied or used, for any purpose, act or thing, whether or not otherwise permitted by the
Agreement, if such purpose, act, or thing (i) is in violation of any public law, ordinance,
or governmental regulation; (ii) may be dangerous to persons or property; (iii) violates the
terms of this Agreement.

Physical collocation shall be provided on afirst-come, first-served basis.

Physical collocation also includes ALLTEL providing resources necessary for the operation and
economical use of collocated equipment.

TCG will disclose appropriate information about the equipment to be installed to allow ALLTEL
to engineer the power, floor loading, heat release, environmenta particulate level, and HVAC for
the collocated space. These environmental conditions shall comply with Telcordia Network
Equipment-Building System (NEBS)) standards Level 3 (TR-EOP-000063) or other recognized
industry standards upon which the Parties may mutually agree.

When ALLTEL personnel are used, the related charges by ALLTEL shall be just, reasonable, and
non-discriminatory.

If TCG chooses to physically collocate in premises which was initially prepared for virtual

Once construction is complete for physical collocation and TCG has accepted its physical
collocation space, TCG may order Cross-Connects.

If, at any time, ALLTEL reasonably determines that the equipment or the installation does not
meet requirements, it will provide a notice of noncompliance to TCG aong with an identification

of the problem and recommendations for its solution. TCG will be responsible for the costs
associated with the removal, modification to, or installation of the equipment to bring it into
compliance. If TCG fails to commence the correction of any honcompliance within thirty (30) days
of written notice of non-compliance, ALLTEL may have the equipment removed or the condition
reasonably corrected at TCG' s expense.

During installation if ALLTEL determines TCG's activities or equipment are unsafe, non-standard,
or in violation of any applicable laws or regulations, ALLTEL has the right to stop work until the
situation is remedied. If such conditions pose an immediate threat to the safety of ALLTEL’s
employees, interfere with the performance of ALLTEL’s service obligations, or pose an immediate
threat to the physical integrity of the conduit system or the cable facilities, ALLTEL may perform
such work and/or take reasonable action as is necessary to correct the condition at TCG's sole
expense.

ALLTEL may refuse TCG's requests for additional space if TCG is in material breach of this
Attachment, including having any past due charges hereunder.

Standard requests
are for one (1) Wire Center. Non-standard requests will be addressed on an individual case basis.

Acknowledgment of Floor Space Availability

Within fifteen (15) business days of the receipt by ALLTEL from TCG of a Bona Fide Request for
Collocation and the associated Application Fee, ALLTEL will notify TCG whether the sufficient
floor space is available in the requested Wire Center to accommodate TCG’s request and provide
floor plans necessary for use by an ALLTEL approved contractor.

Buildout Quote Preparation.

Within thirty-five (35) business days of the receipt by ALLTEL from TCG of a Bona Fide Request
for Collocation and the associated Application Fee, ALLTEL will provide TCG with a written
quotation containing all nonrecurring charges for the requested Collocation Space arrangement.

Quote Acceptance

Within thirty (30) business days of the receipt by TCG of the ALLTEL quotation, TCG will accept
or rgject the ALLTEL proposed quotation. Acceptance shall require payment to ALLTEL of fifty
percent (50%) of the non-recurring charges provided on the quotation.

Completion of Cage Construction

Within seventy (70) business days of the acceptance of the quotation by TCG, the construction of
the necessary cage enclosure shall be completed. At this time, the leased floor space will be
available to TCG for installation of its collocated equipment.

Delays in ALLTEL's receipt of equipment or material required for physica collocation that are
beyond ALLTEL’s control shall not leave ALLTEL liable for any claims of delay by TCG.

ALLTEL shall notify TCG that the Collocation Space is ready for occupancy. TCG's operational
telecommunications equipment must be placed and connected with ALLTEL's network within
sixty (60) business days of such notice. If TCG fails to place operational telecommunications
equipment in the Collocation Space within sixty (60) business days and such failure continues for a
period of twenty (20) business days after receipt of written notice from ALLTEL, than and in that
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event TCG's right to occupy the Collocation Space terminates and ALLTEL shall have no further
obligations to TCG with respect to said Collocation Space. Termination of TCG's rights to the
Collocation Space pursuant to this Section shall not operate to release TCG from its obligations to
reimburse ALLTEL for al cost reasonably incurred by ALLTEL in preparing the Collocation
Space, but rather such obligation shall survive this Attachment. For purposes of this paragraph,
TCG's telecommunications equipment will be deemed operational when cross-connected to
ALLTEL’s network for the purpose of service provision.

responsible for putting the Collocation Space in other than its original condition if to do
so would put TCG to additional expense above and beyond that which would be
necessary to return the Collocation Space in its original condition.

Subject to § 6.13 below, TCG shal only use the Collocation Space for purposes of locating
equipment and facilities within ALLTEL’s central offices to connect with ALLTEL services only.
Consistent with the nature of the Building and the environment of the Collocation Space, TCG
shall not use the Collocation Space for office, retail, or sales purposes. TCG shall place no signs
or markings of any kind (except for a plaque or other identification affixed to TCG’s equipment
and reasonably necessary to identify TCG’s equipment and which shall include a list of emergency
contacts with tel ephone numbers) in the Building or on the grounds surrounding the Building.

TCG is solely responsible for the design, engineering, testing, performance, monitoring,
maintenance, and repair of the equipment and facilities used by TCG in the Collocation Space.

From time to time ALLTEL may require access to the Collocation Space. ALLTEL retains the
right to access such space for the purpose of making equipment and building modifications (e.g.,
running, altering or removing racking, ducts, electrical wiring, HVAC, and cables). ALLTEL will
give reasonable notice to TCG when access to the Collocation Space is required. TCG may elect to
be present whenever ALLTEL performs work in the Collocation Space. The Parties agree that
TCG will not bear any of the expense associated with this work.

TCG Accessto TCG's Collocation Space

TCG shall have access to its Collocation Space twenty-four (24) hours a day, seven (7) days a
week. A security escort will be required at Central Offices where separate, secured ingress and
egress are not available and access would require TCG to traverse restricted areas. All employees,
agents and contractors of TCG having access to the Collocation Space shall comply with
ALLTEL’s policies and practices pertaining to fire, safety and security, and each such employee,
agent or contractor shall display an identification badge issued by ALLTEL which contains a
current photo, the individual's name and company name/logo. TCG agrees to comply with all
laws, ordinances and regulations affecting the use of the Collocation Space. Upon expiration of
this Attachment, TCG shall surrender the Collocation Space to ALLTEL in the same condition as
when first occupied by TCG except for ordinary wear and tear.

TCG must submit an application listing all of TCG's telecommunications equipment and facilities
that will be placed within the Collocation Space with the associated power requirements, floor
loading and heat release of each piece. TCG warrants and represents that the application is
complete and accurate and acknowledges that any incompleteness or inaccuracy, which remains
uncorrected after thirty (30) days notification by ALLTEL, would be a materia breach of this
Attachment. TCG shall not place or leave any telecommunications equipment or facilities within
the Collocation Space beyond those listed on the application without the express written consent of
ALLTEL.

In the event that subsequent to the execution of this Attachment TCG desires to place in the
Collocation Space any equipment or facilities not set forth on the application, TCG shall furnish to
ALLTEL awritten list and description of the equipment or facilities. ALLTEL may provide such
written consent or may condition any such consent on additional charges arising from the request,
including any engineering design charges and any additional requirements such as power and
environmental requirements for such listed and described equipment and/or facilities. Upon the
execution by both Parties of a final list and description, including any applicable charges, this

The foregoing imposes no obligation upon ALLTEL to purchase additional plant or equipment,
relinquish used or forecasted space or facilities, to undertake the construction of new quarters or to
construct additions to existing quarters in order to satisfy a subsequent request for additional space
or the placement of additional equipment or facilities.

TCG shall indicate its intent to proceed with equipment installation in an ALLTEL Central Office
by submitting a Bona Fide Firm Order; Exhibit B attached hereto, to ALLTEL. A BonaFide Firm
Order requires TCG to complete the Application/Inquiry process described in § 6.5 preceding,
submit an updated Application document based on the outcome of the Application/Inquiry process,
and pay all applicable fees referenced in § 14.0, following. The Bona Fide Firm Order must be
received by ALLTEL no later than thirty (30) days after ALLTEL’S response to TCG's
Application/Inquiry. Space preparation for the Collocation Space will not begin until ALLTEL
receives the Bona Fide Firm Order and all applicable fees.

TCG shal bare al costs of any renovation or upgrade to Central Office space or support
mechanisms, which is required to accommodate physical collocation. For this Section, support
mechanisms provided by ALLTEL may include, but not be limited to heating/ventilation/air
conditioning (HVAC) equipment, HVAC duct work, cable support structure, fire wall(s),
mechanical upgrade, asbestos abatement, ground plane addition, or separate ingress/egress
congtruction. Such renovation or upgrade will be evaluated and the charges assessed on a per
Central Office basis. ALLTEL will make reasonable efforts to provide for occupancy of the
Collocation Space on the negotiated date and will advise TCG of delays. TCG agrees ALLTEL
shall not be liable to TCG for delays in providing possession of the Collocation Space.

Pursuant to the terms contained in this Attachment, ALLTEL shal construct an eguipment
arrangement enclosure in increments of one hundred (100) sguare feet, with a minimum of one
hundred (100) square feet.

TCG’s equipment or operating practices representing a significant demonstrable technical threat to
ALLTEL’s network or facilities, including the building, is strictly prohibited.

Notwithstanding any other provision hereof, the characteristics and methods of operation of any
equipment or facilities placed in the Collocation Space shall not interfere with or impair service
over any facilities of ALLTEL or the facilities of any other person or entity located in the building;
create hazards for or cause damage to those facilities, the Collocation Space, or the building;
impair the privacy of any communications carried in, from, or through the building; or create
hazards or cause physical harm to any individual or the public. Any of the foregoing events would
be amaterial breach of this Attachment.

ALLTEL will permit interconnection between two collocated local service providers at the rates
specified in § 14.9 Direct Connection. ALLTEL will provide nothing more than the labor and
physical structure(s) necessary for the local service providers to pull facilities provided by one
local service provider from its collocation node to the collocation node of another local service
provider. If the local service providers are not located on the same floor, ALLTEL will perform
the cable pull on atime and materials basis, in addition to the charges specified in § 14.0 of this
Attachment. At no time, in connection with such interconnection with other local service
providers, will the local service providers be allowed access to any portion of the central office
other than the collocation area. ALLTEL will not make the physical connection within the local
service provider’s collocation node. ALLTEL will not accept any liability for the cable or the
connections and ALLTEL will not maintain any records concerning these connections.

Subject to this Attachment, TCG may place or install in or on the Collocation Space such fixtures
and equipment as it shall deem desirable for the conduct of business. Personal property, fixtures
and equipment placed by TCG in the Collocation Space shall not become a part of the Collocation
Space, even if nailed, screwed or otherwise fastened to the Collocation Space, but shall retain their
status as personality and may be removed by TCG at any time. TCG shall promptly repair any
damage caused to the Collocation Space by the removal of such property at its expense.

TCG warrants and represents compliance with the Telcordia Network Equipment Building System
(NEBS) Generic Requirements for each item set forth on the application form. TCG aso warrants
and represents that any equipment or facilities that may be placed in the Collocation Space
pursuant to § 6.6 shall be so compliant.

7.2.1 DISCLOSURE OF ANY NON-COMPLIANT ITEM ON THE APPLICATION FORM,
PURSUANT TO § 6.6, OR OTHERWISE SHALL NOT QUALIFY THIS ABSOLUTE

TCG is responsible for immediate verbal notification to ALLTEL of significant outages or
operations problems which could impact or degrade ALLTEL's network, switches, or services, and
for providing an estimated clearing time for restoral. In addition, written notification must be
provided within twenty-four (24) hours.

TCG is responsible for coordinating with ALLTEL to ensure that services are instaled in
accordance with the service request.

TCG isresponsible for testing, to identify and clear a trouble when the trouble has been isolated to
an TCG provided facility or piece of equipment. If ALLTEL testing is aso required, it will be
provided at charges specified in ALLTEL's F.C.C. Tariff No. 1.

Assignment

TCG shall not assign, sublet, or otherwise transfer this Attachment, neither in whole nor in part, or
permit the use of any part of the Collocation Space by any other person or entity, without the prior
written consent of ALLTEL. Any purported assignment or transfer made without such prior
written consent shall be deemed a material breach of this Attachment and voidable at the option of
ALLTEL. TCG shal not permit any third party to jointly occupy the Collocation Space. TCG
acknowledges that this Attachment does not convey any right, title or interest in the Central Office
to TCG.

If fire or other casualty damages the Collocation Space, and the Collocation Space is not rendered
untenantable in whole or in part, ALLTEL shall repair the same at its expense (as hereafter
limited) and the rent shall not be abated.

In the event that the Building shall be so damaged by fire or other casualty that closing, demolition
or substantial alteration or reconstruction thereof shall, in ALLTEL's opinion, be necessary, then,
notwithstanding that the Collocation Space may be unaffected thereby, ALLTEL, at its option, may
terminate this Attachment by giving TCG ten (10) days prior written notice within thirty (30) days
following the date of such occurrence, if at all possible.

It recovers
costs associated with the shared physical collocation area within a central office, which include
survey, engineering, design and building modification costs. This charge may vary depending on
the location and the type of arrangement requested.
145 Cable Installation Fee
The Cable Installation Charge applies for each cable ordered within alocation. Cable installation
involves activities associated with pulling the fiber cable from the interconnection point to the
terminating equipment or the vault, installing fire retardant riser cable, and splicing the entrance
fiber cable to the riser cable. The Cable Installation Charge will not apply on subsequent orders

Cable Support Structure

The Cable Support Structure monthly recurring charge applies for the use of conduit from the point
of interconnection to the cable vault or other central office entrance, and for entrance and riser
cable rack space.

Floor Space

The floor space charge includes charges for lighting, heat, air conditioning, ventilation, amperage
and other alocated expenses associated with maintenance of the Central Office. When walls or
other divider encloses the Collocation Space, TCG shall pay floor space charges based upon the
number of square feet so enclosed. Floor space charges are due beginning with the date on which
ALLTEL releases the Collocation Space for occupancy or on the date TCG first occupies the
Collocation Space, whichever is sooner.

Power

This provides 48 volt DC A and B power and ground feeds from the local power panel to TCG's
collocated space. Power feeds are provided in forty (40) ampere increments. A separate ground
cable for the TCG collocated space will aso be provided.

Security Escort

A security escort will be required whenever TCG or its approved agent desires access to the
entrance manhole or must traverse a restricted area within ALLTEL’s central office. Rates for an
ALLTEL security escort is assessed in one-half (1/2) hour increments according to the schedule
appended hereto as Exhibit A: Physical Collocation Pricing. A request resulting in the dispatch of
an ALLTEL employee at a time not consecutive with the employee's scheduled work period is
subject to a minimum charge of three (3) hours. Other than reasonable security Alltel shall place
no restriction on access to the TCG Collocated space by TCG’s employees and designated agents.

Such space shall be available to TCG designatee agents twenty-four (24) hours per day each day of
the week.

ALLTEL shall permit TCG to install, on equipment node enclosures, an intrusion alarm that can be
remotely monitored by TCG's work center; provided, however, that no such TCG-installed
equipment shall interfere with the existing use of the Central Office.

Insurance

TCG shall, at its sole cost and expense, procure, maintain, pay for and keep in force the insurance
as specified in this Section underwritten by insurance companies licensed to do business in the
state where physical collocation is offered, and TCG's insurance company’s rating need not be
higher than what ALLTEL requires of its own underwriters. So long as TCG has assets that equal
or exceed ten billion dollars ($10,000,000,000.00) al or any portion of the insurance required may
be effected by a plan of self-insurance. As appropriate, ALLTEL shall be named as an additional
insured and/or as aloss payee on al applicable policies.

Types of Coverage and Limits

personal injury and property damage in an amount not less than ten million dollars

15.2.4 All risk property coverage on afull replacement cost basis insuring al of TCG's personal
property situated on or within ALLTEL location(s). TCG may aso elect to purchase
business interruption or contingent business interruption insurance, knowing that
ALLTEL has no liability for loss of profit or revenues should an interruption of service
oCCurs.

15.25 TCG may purchase and secure such other and further insurance coverage, as it may deem
prudent and the Parties shall cooperate with each other and their respective insurance
providers to review and coordinate such insurance coverage so as to avoid unneeded or
duplicative coverage.

The limits set forth in § 15.2 above may be increased by ALLTEL from time to time during the
term of the Attachment upon thirty (30) days notice to TCG to at least such minimum limits as
shall then be customary with respect to comparable occupancy of ALLTEL structures.

All policies purchased by TCG shall be deemed to be primary and not contributing to or in excess
of any similar coverage purchased by ALLTEL.

All insurance must be in effect on or before the date equipment is delivered to ALLTEL’s Central
Office and shall remain in effect for the term of this Attachment or until all TCG property has been
removed from ALLTEL’s Central Office, whichever period is longer. If TCG fails to maintain
required coverage, ALLTEL may pay the premiums thereon and seek reimbursement of it from
TCG.

TCG releases ALLTEL from and waives any and all right of recovery, claim, action or cause of
action against ALLTEL, its agents, directors, officers, employees, independent contractors, and
other representatives for any loss or damage that may occur to equipment or any other personal
property belonging to TCG or located on or in the space at the instance of TCG by reason of fire or
water or the elements or any other risks would customarily be included in a standard all risk
casualty insurance policy covering such property, regardless of cause or origin, including
negligence of ALLTEL, its agents, directors, officers, employees, independent contractors, and
other representatives. Property insurance on TCG fixtures and other personal property shall
contain a waiver of subrogation against ALLTEL, and any rights of TCG against ALLTEL for
damage to TCG fixtures or personal property are hereby waived. TCG may also elect to purchase
business interruption and contingent business interruption insurance, knowing that ALLTEL has no
liability for loss of profit or revenues should an interruption of service occurs.

TCG shall submit certificates of insurance and copies of policies reflecting the coverage specified
above prior to the commencement of the work called for in this Attachment. TCG shall arrange for

This Attachment sets forth terms and conditions that provide TCG the capability to collocate
customer provided transmission, concentration and multiplexing equipment at an ALLTEL wire
center or other designated ALLTEL premises for use as permitted under this contract or other
authorized uses provided pursuant to applicable tariffs. TCG may terminate basic fiber optic
transmission facilitiesat ALLTEL’s premises for connection to their designated equipment or may
lease facilities from ALLTEL. The terms and conditions of Attachment 8: Virtua Collocation, are
in addition to those of the General Terms and Conditions, that are applicable to the direct
interconnection arrangements, maintenance, repair, and support of the direct interconnection of
TCG's network to ALLTEL’s network at specific locations established in accordance with the
terms of this Attachment (ALLTEL Virtual Collocation Service). To the extent that any provisions
of this Attachment are inconsistent with the applicable express requirements, if any, of the FCC
rules on collocation and other applicable law, the Parties agree to amend this Attachment so as to
conform it to the applicable express requirements of the FCC rules and other applicable law.

ALLTEL Virtua Collocation Service is provided at central offices, tandems or remote
nodes/switches designated by ALLTEL (“Locations’). TCG will install fiber optic cable up to an
ALLTEL designated Interconnection Point(s) (IP) that will be located outside of the Location,
such as amanhole, asindicated and defined in the Attachment Network Interconnection. TCG will
provide ALLTEL sufficient length of fiber at the Interconnection Point to extend between the IP
and the Location (Entrance Fiber). ALLTEL will purchase the Entrance Fiber under the provisions
of 2.1 following, and will install the Entrance Fiber into the Location for connection to the Virtual
Collocation transmission equipment that may be allowed under this Attachment. |f multiple entry
points are available, and TCG so desires, multiple entry points will be provided to TCG.

ALLTEL Virtua Collocation Service will be made available subject to the availability of space
and facilities in each L ocation.

General provisions, rates and charges applicable to all ALLTEL Virtual Collocation Services are
contained in this Attachment.

General Provisions

In order to ensure the compatibility of the transmission capabilities of the facilities and equipment
used in the provision of ALLTEL Virtua Collocation Service, such equipment and facilities,
including the Entrance Fiber, associated riser cablef/fiber, terminal transmission equipment, plug-
ins, software, unique tools and test equipment will be provided by TCG.

TCG provided
equipment must comply with the Telcordia Network Equipment Building System (NEBS Level 111)
General Equipment Requirements and National Electrical Code standards. Additionally, this
equipment must comply with any local, state or federal statutory and/or regulatory requirementsin
effect at the time or subsequent to equipment installation.

TCG is responsible for providing the fiber transmission equipment, e.g., fiber optic terminals,
DS3/DS1 channelization equipment, fiber terminating device. TCG must also specify all software
options for the transmission equipment and associated plug-ins. In addition, TCG shall provide the
following:

Performance monitoring alarm monitoring and software cross-connect control of all facilities and
equipment used in provisioning an arrangement will be the responsibility of TCG. TCG will be
responsible for initiating maintenance/repair requests for said facilities and equipment, pursuant to
§8.0 following.

TCG isresponsible
for providing equipment required for maintenance/repair spares under the terms of §2.0 of this
Attachment.

The Cable Ingtallation Charge will not apply on subsequent ALLTEL
Virtual Collocation arrangement orders within the same location for TCG if the Parties jointly
determine that efficient cable facilities exist to accommodate the subsequent ALLTEL Virtua
Collocation Service.

The Cable Support Structure monthly recurring charge applies for the use of conduit from the IP to
the cable vault or other central office entrance, and for entrance and riser cable rack space.

The DC power charge is a monthly recurring charge associated with the provision of DC power to
TCG's designated equipment for virtual collocation. The DC power charge applies on a per 40
amp increment.

The maintenance charge is a monthly recurring charge associated with maintenance of the
customer designated termination equipment. The charge is applicable per base module.

The engineering/installation charge is associated with work performed by ALLTEL to determine
space requirements, engineer adequate amounts of power to the equipment, ensure adequate fire
protection and install customer designated termination equipment for virtual collocation. An
engineering/installation charge is applicable for the installation of the base unit and each DSX or
OCN card.

A security escort is provided to TCG whenever TCG, or approved agent, desires access to the
entrance manhole or to inspect the fiber transmission equipment. Charges for a security escort are
assessed in haf-hour increments as Basic, Overtime, or Premium Time charges. A request
resulting in the dispatch of an ALLTEL employee at a time not consecutive with the employee's
scheduled work period is subject to a minimum charge of three hours.

When the leased equipment (hardware and/or software) is identical to that already in use in the
ALLTEL location no training charges are applicable. When TCG’s equipment (hardware and/or
software) is not identical to that already in use in the ALLTEL location, charges as set forth in
Appendix A are applicable.

The timing of delivery and the
determination of which White Pages directories will be delivered (by customer address, NPA/NXX
or other criteria), and the number of White Pages directories to be provided per customer, will be
provided under the same terms that ALLTEL delivers White Pages directoriesto its own end users.

ALLTEL will distribute any subsequent directories in accordance with the same practices and
procedures used by ALLTEL.

At its option, TCG may purchase information pages (Customer Guide Pages) in the informational
section of the ALLTEL White Pages directory covering the geographic area(s) it is serving. These
pages will be in aphabetical order with other local service providers and will be no different in
style, size, color and format than ALLTEL information pages. Sixty (60) days prior to the
directory close date, TCG will provide to ALLTEL the information page(s) in camera ready
format. ALLTEL will have the right to approve or reject the format and content of such
information page(s), and, with TCG’s agreement, ALLTEL may, but is not required to, revise the
format and content of such information page(s).

ALLTEL will include TCG's specific information (i.e., business office, residence office, repair
bureau, etc.) in the White Pages directory on an “index-type” information page, in alphabetical
order along with other local service providers, at no charge. The space available to TCG on such
page will be 1/8" page in size. In order to have such information published, TCG will provide
ALLTEL with itslogo and information in the form of a camera ready copy, sized at 1/8" of a page.
TCG will be limited to a maximum of 1/8" of a page in any single edition of an ALLTEL White
Pages directory.

The Parties shall cooperate so that Yellow Page advertisements purchased by customers who
switch to TCG as their local service provider (including customers utilizing TCG-assigned
telephone numbers and TCG's customers utilizing LNP) are provided in accordance with standard
ALLTEL practices. Yellow Page services will be offered to TCG’s customers on the same basis
that they are offered to ALLTEL’s customers. Such services will be provided through ALLTEL’s
yellow pages affiliate, its agent or assignee.

For purposes of compensation under this Agreement, the telecommunications traffic exchanged
between the Parties will be classified as Local Traffic, Transit Traffic, IntraLATA Interexchange
Traffic, InterLATA Interexchange Traffic, or CMRS. The Parties agree that, notwithstanding the
classification of traffic by TCG with respect to its end users the classification of traffic provided in
this Agreement shall control with respect to compensation between the Parties under the terms of
this Agreement. The provisions of this Attachment shall not apply to services provisioned by
ALLTEL to TCG aslocal Resale Services.

Calls originated by TCG's end users and terminated to ALLTEL's end users (or vice versa) will be
classified as "Loca Traffic" under this Agreement if: (i) the call originates and terminates in the
same ALLTEL Exchange; or (ii) originates and terminates within different ALLTEL Exchanges
that share a common mandatory local calling area, e.g., mandatory Extended Area Service (EAS),
mandatory Extended Local Calling Service (ELCS), or other like types of mandatory expanded
local calling scopes as specified or defined by ALLTEL tariffs as approved by the Commission.
For the purpose of this Agreement, Local Traffic does not include | SP-bound traffic. Neither Party
waivesits rights to participate and fully present its' respective positions in any proceeding dealing
with the compensation for | SP-bound traffic.

Transit traffic is Local Traffic exchanged between the Parties that originates or terminates on the
network of another telecommunication service provider (the “Non-Party Provider”), where one of
the Parties or the Non-Party Provider performs a local tandem function to complete the traffic
between the others.

Wireless traffic is that traffic which originates or terminates on the network of awireless or CMRS
provider and terminates or originates on the network of ALLTEL or TCG within the same MTA as
defined in section 47 CFR 24.202 (a).

Interexchange traffic is that traffic which does not both originate and terminate within the same
mandatory local exchange calling area as specified in ALLTEL’s local exchange tariff for landline
traffic or within the same MTA for CMRS treffic.

A Party will notify the other of the date when its first commercial call is terminated to the other
Party pursuant to this Attachment.

Compensation for termination of interstate interLATA intercompany traffic will be at access rates
as set forth in the relevant Party's applicable interstate access tariffs.

In the event that TCG does not have a filed Intralata Interexchange tariff or price list for access
service, TCG will utilize rates that do not exceed ALLTEL’stariffed access rates.

The Parties will each establish their respective MPB arrangements applicable to its provision of
switched access services to Interexchange Carriers via its access tandem switch and such
arrangements will be in accordance with the MPB guidelines adopted by and contained in the
Ordering and Billing Forum's MECOD and MECAB documents. Except as modified herein, MPB
arrangements will be determined during joint network planning.

Each Party will maintain provisions in its federal and state access tariffs, or provisions within the
National Exchange Carrier Association (NECA) Tariff No. 4, or any successor tariff, sufficient to
reflect the MPB arrangements, including MPB percentages, developed in accordance with this
Agreement.

As detailed in the MECAB document, the Parties will exchange all information necessary to
accurately, reliably and promptly bill third parties for Switched Access Services jointly handled by
the Parties via the MPB arrangement. The Parties will exchange the information in Exchange
Message Interface (EMI) format, on magnetic tape or via a mutually acceptable electronic file
transfer protocol. The initial billing company (IBC) will provide the information to the subsequent
billing company within ten (10) days of the IBC bill date. A Party that fails to deliver the billing
datawill be liable to the other for the amount of associated unbillable charges, if any.

If MPB data is not submitted to the other within ten (10) days of the IBC bill date or is not in the
standard EMI format, and if as a result the other Party is delayed in billing the IXC for the
appropriate charges it incurs, the delaying Party shall pay the other Party alate MPB data delivery
charge which will be the total amount of the delayed charges times the highest interest rate (in
decimal value) which may be levied by law for commercial transactions, compounded daily for the
number of days from the date the MPB charges should have been received, to and including the
date the MPB charge information is actually received. When the receiving Party has requested a
delay in transmission of the records, a MPB data delivery charge will not be assessed.

ALLTEL and TCG will coordinate and exchange the billing account reference (“BAR”) and
billing account cross reference (“BACR”) numbers for the MPB arrangements described in this
Agreement. Each Party will notify the other if the level of billing or other BAR/BACR elements
change and resultsin anew BAR/BACR number.

Billing to interexchange carriers for the switched access services jointly provided by the Parties via
the MPB arrangement will be according to the multiple bills multiple tariff method. As described
in the MECAB document, each Party will render a bill in accordance with its tariff for its portion
of the service. Each Party will bill its own network access service rates to the IXC. The Party that
provides the end office switching will be entitled to bill any residua interconnection charges
(“RIC") and common carrier line (“CCL") charges associated with the traffic. In those MPB
situations where one Party sub-tends the other Party’ s access tandem, only the Party providing the
access tandem is entitled to bill the access tandem fee and any associated local transport charges.
The Party that provides the end office switching is entitled to bill end office switching fees, local
transport charges, RIC and CCL charges, as applicable.

MPB will also apply to al jointly provided traffic bearing the 900, 800 and 888 NPAs or any other
non-geographical NPAs which may likewise be designated for such traffic where the responsible
party isan IXC.

Certain types of calls will require exchange of billing records between the Parties
including intraLATA alternate billed calls (e.g. calling card, bill-to-third party, and collect records
and LEC/CTU-provided Toll Free Service records). The Parties will utilize, where possible
existing accounting and settlement systems to bill, exchange records and settle revenue.

8.1.1  The exchange of hilling records for alternate billed calls (e.g., calling card, bill-to-third,
and collect) will be through the existing CMDS processes, unless otherwise agreed to by
the Parties in writing.

8.1.2  Inter-Company Settlements ("1CS") revenues will be settled through the Calling Card and
Third Number Settlement System (“CATS"). Each Party will make its own arrangements
with respect to participation in the CATS processes, through direct participation or a
hosting arrangement with a direct participant.

8.1.3 Non-ICS revenue is defined as revenues associated with collect cals, calling card calls,
and billed to third number calls, which originate, terminate and are billed within the same
Telcordia Client Company Territory. The Parties will negotiate and execute an agreement
within 30 days of the execution of this Agreement for settlement of non-ICS revenue.
This separate arrangement is necessary since existing CATS processes do not permit the
use of CATS for non-ICS revenue. The Parties agree that the CMDS system can be used
to transport the call records for this traffic.

8.1.4  Each Party will provide the appropriate call records to the other for toll free IntraLATA
Interexchange Traffic, thus permitting the to bill its subscribers for the inbound Toll Free
Service. Each Party may charge its tariffed rate for such record provision. No
adjustments to data contained in tapes, disks or Network Data Mover will be made by a
Party without the mutual agreement of the Parties.

9.0 I ssuance of Bills

Nothing in this Section will be construed to limit or otherwise adversely impact in any manner
either Party’s right to employ or to request and be assigned any NANP numbers including, but not
limited to, central office (NXX) codes pursuant to the Central Office Code Assignment Guidelines,
or to establish, by tariff or otherwise, Exchanges and Rating Points corresponding to such NXX
codes. Each Party isresponsible for administering the NXX codes assigned to it.

changes locations and service providers but stays within the same serving wire center of his
existing number. The FCC First Report and Order in CC Docket 95-116 requires“ . . .al LECsto
implement a long term service provider portability solution that meets our performance criteriain
the 100 large Metropolitan Statistical Areas (MSA) no later than October 1, 1997, and to complete
deployment in those MSAs by December 31, 1998.” While the FCC declined “ . . . to choose a
particular technology for providing number portability”, they did establish performance criteria for
permanent number portability and aligned expectations with the statutory definition of the
Telecommunication Act of 1996 ordering Service Provider Number Portability (SPNP). In a
follow-up First Memorandum Opinion and Order on Reconsideration, the commission determined
that the technology that meets the performance criteriais Location Routing Number (LRN). LRN
is being used by the telecommunications industry to provide SPNP.

Both ALLTEL and TCG shall implement the LRN Local Number Portability in accordance with
the relevant FCC rulings and NANC (North American Numbering Council) guidelines.

When Applicable. A Bona Fide Request (BFR) must be used when TCG reguests a change to any Services
and/or Elements provided hereunder, including features, capabilities, or functionality.

DetailsRequired. A BFR shall be submitted in writing by TCG and shall specifically identify the required
service date, technical requirements, space requirements and/or such specifications that clearly define the
request such that ALLTEL has sufficient information to analyze and prepare a response. Such a request
also shall include TCG's designation of the request as being (i) pursuant to the Telecommunications Act of
1996 or (ii) pursuant to the needs of the business.

TCG Cancellation. Although not expected to do so, TCG may cancel, without penalty, a BFR in writing at
any time. ALLTEL will then cease analysis of the request.

ALLTEL Acknowledgement. Within two (2) business days of its receipt, ALLTEL shall acknowledge in
writing, the receipt of the BFR and identify a single point of contact and any additional information needed
to process the request.

Preliminary Analysis Delivery and Details. Except under extraordinary circumstances, within twenty
(20) days of its receipt of a BFR, ALLTEL shall provide to TCG a preliminary analysis of the BFR. The
preliminary analysis will include ALLTEL’s proposed price (plus or minus 25 percent) and state whether
ALLTEL can meet TCG’s requirements, the requested availability date, or, if ALLTEL cannot meet such
date, provide an aternative proposed date together with a detailed explanation as to why ALLTEL is not
able to meet TCG's requested availability date. ALLTEL also shal indicate in this analysis its agreement
or disagreement with TCG' s designation of the request as being pursuant to the Act or pursuant to the needs
of the business. If ALLTEL does not agree with TCG’s designation, it may utilize the Dispute Resolution
Process described in the General Terms and Conditions §9.0. In no event, however, shall any such dispute
delay ALLTEL’s process of the request. If ALLTEL determines that it is not able to provide TCG with a
preliminary analysis within twenty (20) days of ALLTEL’s receipt of a Bona Fide Need request, ALLTEL
will inform TCG as soon as practicable. The Parties will then determine a mutually agreeable date for
receipt of the preliminary analysis.

Firm Quote Delivery. As soon as possible, but in no event more than forty-five (45) days after receipt of
the request, ALLTEL shall provide TCG with a BFR quote which will include, at a minimum, the firm
availability date, the applicable rates and the installation intervals, and a price quote.

Pricing Principles. Unless TCG agrees otherwise, al proposed prices shall be the pricing principles of this
Agreement, in accordance with the Act, and any applicable FCC and Commission rules and regulations.
Payments for services purchased under a BFR will be made as specified in this Agreement, unless otherwise
agreed to by TCG.

Acceptance or Rejection of Firm Quote. Within thirty (30) days after receiving the firm BFR quote from
ALLTEL, TCG will notify ALLTEL in writing of its acceptance or rejection of ALLTEL’s proposal. If at
any time an agreement cannot be reached as to the terms and conditions or price of the request, or if
ALLTEL responds that it cannot or will not offer the requested item in the BFR and TCG deems the item
essential to its business operations, and deems ALLTEL’s position to be inconsistent with the Act, FCC, or
Commission regulations and/or the requirements of this Agreement, the Dispute Resolution Process set for
in the General Terms and Conditions, §9.0 of the Agreement may be used by either Party to reach a
resolution.

Amendment. Upon TCG's acceptance of the firm quote by ALLTEL, the parties shall amend the
Agreement to incorporate the Services contemplated by the BFR. The amendment shall include all pertinent
rates, terms and conditions and shall be filed with the appropriate regulatory commission pursuant to the
requirements of the Act.

ATTACHMENT 20: DEFINITIONS

Definitions of the terms used in this Agreement are listed below. The Parties agree that certain terms may be defined
elsewhere in this Agreement, as well as terms not defined shall be construed in accordance with their customary
meaning in the telecommunications industry as of the Effective Date of this Agreement.

“Access Service Request” or “ASR” means the industry standard forms and supporting documentation used for
ordering Access Services. The ASR may be used to order trunking and facilities between ALLTEL and for local
interconnection.

“Act” means the Communications Act of 1934 (47 U.S.C. 8151 et seq.), as amended by the Telecommunications
Act of 1996, as may be subsequently amended or, as from time to time interpreted in the duly authorized rules and
regulations of the FCC or the Commission having authority to interpret the Act within its state of jurisdiction.

“ALLTEL" hasthe meaning set forth in the preamble.

“Ancillary Services’ are services which support but are not required for interconnection of telecommunications
networks between two or more parties, e.g., 911, DA, and Directory Services.

“TCG” hasthe meaning set forth in the preamble.

“Automatic Location Identification” or “ALI1" is a feature developed for E911 systems that provides for a visual
display of the caler's telephone number, address, and the means of the emergency response agencies that are
responsible for that address. The Competitive Local Exchange Company will provide ALI record information in the
National Number Association (NENA) version #2 format.

“Automatic Location Identification/Data Management System” or “ALI/DMS’ means the emergency service
(E911/911) database containing subscriber location information (including name, address, telephone number, and
sometimes specia information from the local service provider) used to determine to which Public Safety Answering
Point (PSAP) to route the call.

"Calling Party Number" or "CPN" is a feature of Signaling System 7 ("SS7") protocol whereby the 10-digit
number of the calling party is forwarded from the end office.

“CLASS (Custom Local Area Signaling Service) and Custom Features’ means a grouping of optional
enhancements to basic local exchange service that offers special call handling features to residential and single-line
business customers (e.g., call waiting, call forwarding and automatic redial).

"Commission" or "PUC" or "PSC" means the state administrative agency to which the United States Congress or
state legidature has delegated authority to regulate the operations of Local Exchange Carriers ("LECS') as defined in
the Act.

" Common Channel Signaling” or "CCS" means a special network, fully separate from the transmission path of
the public switched network that digitally transmits call setup and network control data.

“Confidential Information” has the meaning set forth in §6.0 of the General Terms and Conditions.

“Contract Year” means a twelve (12) month period during the term of the contract commencing on the Effective
Date and each anniversary thereof.

"Customer" means, whether or not capitalized, any business, residential or governmental customer of services
covered by the Agreement, and includes the term "End User". More specific meanings of either of such terms are
dependent upon the context in which they appear in the Agreement and the provisions of the Act.

“Customer Proprietary Network Information” or “CPNI” means information that relates to the quantity,
technical configuration, type, destination, and amount of a Telecommunications Service subscribed to by any
customer of a Telecommunications Carrier, and that is made available to the carrier by the customer solely by virtue
of the carrier customer relationship; and information contained in the bills pertaining to telephone exchange service
or telephone toll service received by a customer of a carrier.

“Demarcation Point” is the point where the control, but not necessarily the ownership of Intra-Premises Wiring
changes from the carrier to the building owner or service subscriber and or as defined 47 C.F.R. Sec. 68.3.

“Discloser” meansthat Party to this Agreement, which has disclosed Confidential Information to the other Party.

“E911 Service” is a method of routing 911 calls to a PSAP that uses customer location data in the ALI/DMS to
determine the PSAP to which a call should be routed.

“ Effective Date” isthe date indicated in the Preface on which the Agreement shall become effective.

"End Office" means a local ALLTEL switching point where ALLTEL end user customer station loops are
terminated for purposes of interconnection to each other and to the network.

"End User" means, whether or not capitalized, any business, residential or governmental customer of services
covered by the Agreement and includes the term "Customer”. More specific meanings of either of such terms are
dependent upon the context in which they appear in the Agreement and the provisions of the Act.

“Enhanced White Pages Listings’ means optional features available for residential White Pages Directory Listings
(e.g., bald, italics, lines of distinction).

“Exchange” is the geographic territory delineated as an exchange area for ALLTEL by official commission
boundary maps.

" Exchange Access' isdefined in the Act.

“Exchange Services’ are two-way switched voice-grade telecommunications services with access to the public
switched network with originate and terminate within an exchange.

"FCC" means the Federal Communications Commission.

“1CB” meansindividual case basis.

"Incumbent Local Exchange Carrier” or “ILEC” hasthe meaning given the term in the Act.

"Interconnection” has the meaning given the term in the Act and refers to the connection of separate pieces of
equipment, facilities, or platforms between or within networks for the purpose of transmission and routing of

Telephone Exchange Service traffic and Exchange Access traffic.

“Interconnection Agreement” means the agreement between the Parties entitled “Interconnection Agreement
Under 88251 and 252 of the Telecommunications Act of 1996,” dated July 16, 1996.

"Interexchange Carrier” or "IXC" means a telecommunications provider that provides long distance
communications services between LATAs and authorized by the Commission to provide long distance
communications services.

"InterLATA" hasthe meaning given the term in the Act.

TCG Ohio
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"“Interconnection Point” or “IP” is a mutually agreed upon point of demarcation where the networks of ALLTEL
and TCG interconnect for the exchange of traffic.

"IntraLATA Toll Traffic" meansall IntraLATA calls provided by a LEC other than traffic completed in the LECs
local exchange boundary.

“Intra-Premises Wiring” means all facilities owned or controlled by ALLTEL on private property from the point
where the facility crosses the property line to the point of demarcation as defined in 47 C.F.R. Sec. 68.3

"Local Accessand Transport Area" or "LATA” hasthe meaning given to the term in the Act.

"Local Exchange Carrier" or "LEC" means the incumbent carrier that provides facility-based Exchange Services,
which has universal-service and carrier-of-last-resort obligations.

"Local Service Provider” or “LSP” means a non-incumbent carrier licensed by the Commission with the
appropriate certification (e.g., a Certificate of Authorization or Service Provider Certificate of Authorization) and
authority necessary to provide Exchange Services.

“Local Service Request” or “LSR” means an industry standard form used by the Parties to add, establish, change
or disconnect trunks, circuits and/or facilities associated with unbundled Network Elements.

“Multi-Tenant Environment (MTE) Terminals’ are accessible terminals within a building in an MTE
environment or physically attached to a building in aMTE environment for accessto ALLTEL provided subloops or
intra-building wiring from an ALLTEL MTE accessible terminal to the demarcation point or Network Interface
Device (NID) at the end user location.

“Network Interface Device (NID)” isa cross-connect used to connect loop facilities to inside wiring.

“911 Service” means a universal telephone number, which gives the public direct access to the PSAP. Basic 911
services collects 911 calls from one or more local exchange switches that serve a geographic area. The calls are then
sent to the correct authority designated to receive such calls.

“Operating Company Number” or “OCN” means nationally recognized company codes set forth in Telcordia's
LERG that will be used as the official identification code for each company that provides local exchange telephone
service.

"Parties,” means ALLTEL and TCG collectively.

" Party" meanseither ALLTEL or TCG as applicable.

“P.01 Transmission Grade of Service’” means a trunk facility provisioning standard with the statistical probability
of no more than one call in 100 blocked on initial attempt during the average busy hour.

“Percent Interstate Local Usage” or “PLU” is a calculation which represents the ratio of the local minutes to the
sum of local intraLATA toll minutes between exchange carriers sent over Local Interconnection Trunks. Directory
assistance, BLV/BLVI, 900, 976, transiting calls from other exchange carriers and switched access calls are not
included in the calculation of the PLU.

“Public Safety Answering Point” or “PSAP” is the public safety communications center where 911 calls placed by
the public for a specific geographic areawill be answered.

“Recipient” means the Party to this Agreement, which has received Confidentia Information from the other Party.
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" Service Area" means the geographic area, e.g., Mgor Trading Area, Basic Trading Area, Metropolitan Service
Area, Geographic Service Area, and Rural Service Area, served by the cellular system within which Carrier is
licensed to provide service.

" Signaling System 7" or “ SS7" means a signaling protocol used by the CCS network.

“Single Point of Interconnection (SPOI)” is a cross connect device that provides nondiscriminatory access for
cross connection to all subloops element and units within an MTE.

“Subloop” means any portion of the loop that is technically feasible to access at terminals in the loop that is
technically feasible to access at terminalsin ALLTEL’s outside plant, including inside wire.

“Telephone Exchange Service” means wireline exchange connections amongst LEC end users.
"Telecommunications' has the meanings given in the Act.

"Termination" means the switching of Local Traffic at the terminating carrier's end office switch, or equivalent
facility, and delivery of such traffic to the called Party.

"Territory" meansthe incumbent local exchange areas within the statesidentified in Appendix A
“Undefined Terms’ The Parties acknowledge that terms may appear in the Agreement that are not defined and
agree that any such terms shall be construed in accordance with their end-user usage in the telecommunications

industry as of the Effective Date of this Agreement.

“Work Locations’ means any real estate that ALLTEL owns, leases or licenses or in which it holds easements or
other rights to use, or does use, in connection with this Agreement.
